Soviet gems 

Software 

ingenuity 

AN OVERLOOKED gem is sift¬ 
ing out of the rubble of the So¬ 
viet. economy — computer soft¬ 
ware. 

Apple Computer signed the 
first major deal to fold Soviet 
software into Western technolo¬ 
gy. Apple will use handwriting- 
recognition software written by 
Soviet programmers at Para¬ 
Graph, a Moscow-based joint 
venture, to develop computers 
that use an clcctronoc pen in¬ 
stead of a keyboard. Such soft¬ 
ware has slumped US compa¬ 
nies. 

Emerging companies such as 
ParaGraph, often packed with 
refugees from Soviet govern¬ 
ment agencies and the defense 
electronics industry, may soon 
be selling games, operating sys¬ 
tems, desktop publishing and 
other software to Western com¬ 
puter companies, experts say. 

"Soviet programmers are very 
creative," says James Wilburn, 
dean of Pcpperdine University's 
business school, which has been 
helping Moscow computer whiz 
Alexander Gladkov launch his 
software company. "They'll take 
something of ours that's a castoff 
and jazz it up. 

Of course, the Soviets are 
widely thought to be technologi¬ 
cal Rip Van Winkles. So what's 
going on hero? 

For years, the brightest Soviet 
programmers have had to work 
on computers a generation or 
more behind Western machines. 
But the programmers were pres¬ 
sured to make those inferior 
computers to nearly as much as 
powerful Western counterparts. 
So Soviets have learned to push 
computers to their limits. 

The theory is echoed by Wil¬ 
burn; Dick Soule of International 
P ublisher of PC

of Ernest & Young. * 

To crack the Western market, 
Soviet companies will need 
Western help. ParaGraph's part¬ 
ner. Matrix Inc. of Boulder, Col- ' 
orado in the USA, has supplied 
computers, cash and marketing. 
Other problems: There are no li¬ 
censing or patent laws in the So- 
vjet Union, and US laws prevent 
the exchange of some technolo¬ 
gy with Soviets. ■

belief that the more expensive the computer, the better. One of¬ 
ficial told me dial he could tell who was the serious visitor and 
possibly a real buyer from those who came to out of curiosit 
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hall complained or bad lighting and poor ventilation. Some era 
worried about the sidc-cfreels on computer chips. Others com¬ 
plained about the lack of good communication with the admins 
istrators. Ollier complaints referred to the ventilation of the hall

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Women's seminar calls for 
Popular Education Initiative

THE ENHANCEMENT of the 
status of the Arab woman 
formed the keynote of the recent 
five day seminar on "Population 
Educauon and Arab Women" 
held in Amman by the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organisation 
(UNESCO). Those who attended 
were largely women specialists 
drawn from a variety of national 
and international organizations, 
presenting the experiences of 
women from some 14 Arab 
countries. 

Participants contended that 
most media forms have contin¬ 


ued to project a distorted and 
negative image of the Arab 
woman, and that such stereotyp¬ 
ing must be brought to an end, in 
both the media and society itself. 

Seminar consultant Dr Mari¬ 
am Salim said a number of rec¬ 
ommendations which tackled the 
development of the Arab wom¬ 
an, relating to her role in society, 
legal status, education and career 
opportunities. 

One recommendation called 
upon each Arab country to estab¬ 
lish a Population Education 
Committee to draw up policies 
towards the enhancement of 
women through education. Par¬ 
ticipants agreed that special em¬ 
phasis should be given to this is¬ 


sue, since the ratio of girls en¬ 
rolled in schools was significant¬ 
ly lower than that of boys, while 
the percentage of female drop¬ 
outs was higher than that of their 
male counterparts. 

"When a woman has a better 
educauon, she can provide a bet¬ 
ter quality of life for her family, 
and eventually for her society at. 
large," said Dr Salim, noting 
that popular education is the 
means through which to promote 
the advantages of a smaller fami¬ 
ly. She also added that popular 
education provides women with 
information about nutrition and 
health care, and analyzes the 
negative impacts of very early or 
late motherhood on both mother

Dr Salim also said that popula¬ 
tion education can play a part in 
helping women to reverse the 
negative image of passivity and 
obedience that they may have

Dr Arabyyatt revealed thut de¬ 
cisions have been taken and 
measures are being adopted to 
increase the interaction between 
deputies and their electorate.

Parliament complex where each 
deputy can have his own office. 
The building will also offer sec¬ 
retarial and archival services. In 
addition a legal bureau is to be 
established to advise deputies 
and offer it own interpretation 
of the legislative situation in the 
Kingdom. The legal bureau will, 
according to Dr ArabyyatL ad¬ 
vise the legal committee "which 
is overburdened and is unable to 
cope with the volume of work." 
Dr Arabyyatt says that the legal 
committee of the Lower House 
has law projects waiting for its 
opinion which date back as far 
as 1966. 

But that is not all. Dr Arabyy- 
att says deputies will ask that 
the duration of the ordinary ses¬ 
sions be extended and recesses 
shortened to the extent that Par¬ 
liament be convened for most of 
the year. 

Dr Arabyyatt says some of his 
press statements during the Teh¬ 
ran conference on the Palestini¬ 
an issue were distorted. "The 
conference was not about the 
peace process, but about the Is- 
lamaization of the Palestinian 
cause." he says. "What I said 
was that the government can go 
ahead with us policies on the 
peace process with or without 
Parliament approval, but it will 
have to come back to Parliament 
when and if it signs any agree¬ 
ments or accords. ■ 


AMMAN (Star)—Foreign Min¬ 
ister Dr Kamel Abu Jaber has 
said that no exact date has been 
set yet for the start of the next 
round of bilateral negotiations 
between the Arabs and the Israe¬ 
lis, but that Jordan has requested 
that Washington be the venue 
for the next meeting. 

Speaking to The Star, Dr Abu 
Jaber said he expected the talks 
to resume on the 22 of this 
month but that it was up to the - 
co-sponsors of the peace confer¬ 
ence to announce the date and 
venue for the negotiations. 

Dr Abu Jaber said he expected 
the multilateral talks to follow at 
a later stage, but they could "go 
in tandenr wilh the bilaterals af¬ 
terwards. 

He said that the Arab parties 
will continue to coordinate over 
issues relating to the convening 
and progress of the bilateral 
talks. Dr Abu Jaber expected a 
meeting on the ministerial level 
to precede the next round of bi- 
laterals. 

The foreign minister said it 
was not premature for the Pales¬ 
tinians to prepare for autonomy 
and that have showed flexibility 
during (he preliminary talks that 
took place in Madrid and that 
they now have to consider a va¬ 
riety of options. 

Dr Abu Jaber said he could not 
say if a seven-country meeting 
proposed lately by PLQ Chair- 
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Dr Abu Jaber 

man Yasser Arafat could take 
place at present. 

Meanwhile, head of the Jorda¬ 
nian delegation to the peace 
talks Dr Abdel Salam A1 Majali 
told Ad-Dustour Arabic daily on 
Wednesday that the Arabs are in 
agreement in their refusal to hold 
any of the bilaterals in the occu¬ 
pied Arab territories. 

Mr A1 Majali said he will not 
travel until the place and date of 
the next round of talks have been 
deckled by the concerned jar- 
ties. He added that no decision 
has been made on the venue but 
Washington was one of the pos¬ 
sibilities. 

He said that technical commit¬ 
tees will be formed by the gov¬ 
ernment soon.B

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Government and industrialists 
clash over customs and tax rules 


AMMAN (Star)—Jordanian in¬ 
dustrialists have launched a cam- 

S iign against the government's 
test decision to hike the consu¬ 
mer tax on a number of items 
while reducing customs duty by 
10 per cent on 205 imported 
products. They accused the gov¬ 
ernment of pushing the strug¬ 
gling industrial sector into anoth¬ 
er crisis and of contradicting 
official policies aiming at luring 
foreign investments. 

A number of factory owners 
closed down their factories in 
protest and threatened to fire 
hundreds of workers claiming 
that the new regulations in¬ 
creased production costs and 
made U difficult fra: them to stay 
in business. 

In a full page advertisement 
published by the Amman Cham¬ 
ber of Industry in the Arabic dai¬ 
lies on Tuesday, the chamber 
called on the prime minister to 
freeze the regulations and to 
form a joint committee to study 
the consumer tax and customs 
duty in order to reach a better

He said 
negotiations with 4 the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) 
calls for reducing this deficit 
next year by JD 80 million. But 
Mr Abu Ragheb said that gov¬ 
ernment decisions can be debat¬ 
ed. He added that IMF pressures 
will force the government to re¬ 
duce customs duly on all im¬ 
ports. 

Mr Abu Ragheb said that 
while reducing customs duty by 
10 per cent will deprive the 
preasury of JD 5 million annual¬ 
ly, the increase in Consumer Tax 
will bring an additional JD 10 
million, a surplus of JD 5 mil¬ 
lion.

In an interview with the Star, the official who wished to remain 
anonymous said that studies arc being conducted to finalize SI 
ject which is expected to appear within the coming six months ^ 
The project will cover about one million people, constituting those 
who arc insured and their families, for whom an independent nrtd 
ized fund could be set up. The official also added that the schemed 
depend on the private medical sector. m 

The corporation considers this scheme as the first phase in insuriw 
all families and ciuzens of Jordan under comprehensive social medi- 
cal care, which will bo the ultimate aim of the corporation for the 
coming future. 

The official added that both employers and employees will pamd- 
pate m financing the fund according to the actual wages that emolov- 
ees receive, while the real cost of the project will be defined afil 
of,the studies concerned in this scheme have been conducted 
The participation of employees and employers will be compulsory 
because everyone should have a share of responsibility," said the offi¬ 
cial, but he added that the current types of insurance offered by the 
corporation will remain as they are, and have nothing to do with the 
medical scheme which is now under study. 

Under the insurance currently offered by the corporation, the offi¬ 
cial said that its law covers six types of insurance which cow 
against work injuries and occupational disease, disability, old age and 
death, temporary disability due to sickness or motherhood, the labor- 
er and his beneficiaries, family allowance and unemployment. 

But, he added, the first two types of insurance are now being imple- 
menred, while the remaining four will bo implemented in due course. 
The law of the corporation entities the insured person to one or more 
of the benefits offered, including old age pension, disability pension 
and survivors pension. 

The official also said that the accumulated number of registered In- 
street people since implementing the scheme has reached 600,000, 
while the number of active members contributing to the corporation 
ranges between 200,000 and 250,00, 

But, he added, the total number of insured people who have bene- 
fitied and are still benefitting from the scheme has reached 211,500, 
including 2,000 pensioners. A further 134,500 have received lump 
sum compensation, and 65,000 workers have received medical care 
daily allowances during treatment Tor injury. 

The official also mentioned that the SSC has witnessed an Increase 
2 ®W(X) pensioner claims, 700-900 beneficiary claims and 
600-800 work injury claims. 

Throughout its implementation, social security expenditure for so- 
cal secuniy benefits has reached JD 86 million, for pensions JD 30

The peace dividend 

Regional economies stand to gain from 'new' Middle East

EVEN AFTER the successful 
bunching of the peace process in 
Madrid it takes a real leap of the 
imagination to picture the Mid¬ 
dle East as an integrated cco- ! 
nomic region with open borders, 
cooperative ventures in energy, 
water agriculture and industry, 
and a free flow of people and 
goods between countries. 

But at the offices of the Eco¬ 
nomic and Social Commission 
for Western Asia (ESCWA) in 
/unman staff are already prepar¬ 
ing for a major conference on j 
the implications of a peace 
which could make this scenario 

a reality. , n 

ESCWA Executive Secretary 
DrTayseer Abdel Jaber says the 
conference should take place in 
Cairo in mid -1992. Dr Abdul 
Jaber says ESCWA specialists 
are also reviewing their 1992-97 1 

medium term plan for the region ! 
which, he says, will be flexible 
enough to allow for new devel¬ 
opments.. 

Dr Abdel Jaber believes the 
potential areas for cooperation 
are already very clear — energy, 
cultural tourism, industrial pro¬ 
duction and trnde and water 
come to mind at once. 

Energy resources are clearly 
the region's major asset Abun¬ 
dant supplies of oil, gas and, po¬ 
tentially, solar energy, give the 
region a comparative advantage 
and should provide the financial 
resources for development 
The region's cultural heritage 
could be the basis for a new self 
respect for the people of the 
Middle East, encouraging coop¬ 
eration based on a shared history 
rather than the current destruc¬ 
tive competition. The archaeo¬ 
logical and religious sites of the 
region, combined with its natural 
beauty and climate should also 
be the basis for a major tourist 
industry, Jordanians arc already 
too well aware of the damage 
done to their own" struggling 
tourist Industry by years of con¬ 
flict.

Water also plays a key role in 
any fuLure development and 
must be tackled on a regional ba¬ 
sis. All countries in the region 
face serious short and longterm 
problems of supply, even Israel 


wtuch at present is taking a ma¬ 
jor share of water available in 
the Mediterranean region. With¬ 
out a rational and just use of wa¬ 
ter supplies sustainable develop¬ 
ment will be impossible. 

Dr Abdel Jaber points out that 
the reconstruction of the Middle 
East would require considerable 
funding but lie believes the Unit¬ 
ed States, Japan, Europe and the 
Gulf States would all be willing 
to play a part, possibly cooperat¬ 
ing on a Middle Eastern equiva¬ 
lent of the newly established Eu¬ 
ropean Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development. 

Substantial domestic resources 
could also be released if peace 
brought with it a reduction in 
spending on armaments. Dr Ab¬ 
del Jaber estimates that one 
year's spending on arms imports 
could fund five years of produc¬ 
tive development. 

Funding would be needed for 


water projects, including the 
much needed Wahdeh dam and 
major desalination projects; so¬ 
cial programmes such as hous¬ 
ing, health, education and infra¬ 
structure for Palestinian and 
other refugees returning to their 
homes and for the returnees, Jor¬ 
danian, Palestinian, Yemeni and 
others, from the Gulf; environ¬ 
mental projects to protect region¬ 
al water zones (the Red Sea, 
Mediterranean, Sea of Galilee), 
establish reserve areas, fight de¬ 
sertification etc., all areas of 
common concern throughout the 
region. 

A peaceful and cooperative 
Middle East would also be a 
more attractive place for invest¬ 
ment for both local and foreign 
investors particularly if legisla¬ 
tion and policies to boost the 
role of the private sector and re¬ 
duce the government role were 
introduced.

All countries in the region 
stand to gain from moves to¬ 
wards a peaceful and open Mid¬ 
dle East with more liberal eco¬ 
nomic policies, according to Dr 
Abdel Jaber. They would free 
capital for productive invest¬ 
ment, open market opportunities, 
rationalize the use of resources 
and provide a fair access to them 
for all and ultimately boost the 
standard of living for all the peo¬ 
ple of the region. 

Israel, as much as the Arab 
states, is suffering from the 
present situation. Israeli agnail-, 
lure and industry both need 
heavy subsidies, society general¬ 
ly is heavily taxed and living 
standards have been declining. 
The only sound future for Israeli 
development, Dr Abdel Jaber be¬ 
lieves, is through integration into

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The Cosmiques shelter: A mountain-top laboratory

IN THE summertime, (he cable- 
car linking Chamonix to Aiguille 
du Midi loses its magical aura of 
being a lift to wide open spaces 
and becomes more like a Metro 
carriage in the rush hour. Right 
at the top there is a unique place, 
the "Cosmiques" shelter. 

Just like the cable-car, the gla¬ 
cier, which starts at an altitude of 
3,500 meters, is very crowded. It 
acts as an unofficial campsite 
from which masses of mountain* 
eers set off at dawn for the cov¬ 
eted peaks of Mont Blanc or 
MontMaudit. 

Hus situation can now come 
to an end thanks to the new 
"Cosmiques" shelter, a Few hun- 
dicdyards away, at the edge of 
the Col du Midi pass, overlook¬ 
ing the Bessons glacier. This 
shelter for mountaineers will re¬ 
main open for nine months of 
the year with accommodation for 
120 people. It offers unequalled 
comfort at an altitude of 3613 
meters with water and electricity 
on all floors. Heating is provided 
by convection-radiation and 
there is even a separate sanitary 
block. 

These arc rather unusual facili¬ 
ties, as mountain shelters tradi¬ 
tionally offer "Spartan" accom¬ 
modation. In this case, they were 
made possible by the proximiLy 
of the Aiguille du Midi trans¬ 
former, for the power supply, 
and fay the roof which has been 
built in such a way as to collect 
precipitation to ensure a water 
supply. Two precautions are bet¬ 
ter than one, and the planners 
also included a snow-melter in 
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Laboratory in the skies at an altitude of3600 meters 


case of any vagaries in the 
weather 

The "Cosmiques" shelter is a 
famdiar name for snow-lovers 
and hikers as the present shelter 
is a kind of phoenix risen from 
its ashes, the original'shelter, 
have been completely destroyed 
by fire in winter 1983. 

The building will thus once 
again fulfill its dual purpose: As 
a shelter and as a scientific la¬ 
boratory. The former building, 
founded on the initiative of Pro¬ 


fessor Louis Leprinee Ringuet in 
1949, was originally created to 
study cosmic radiation and had 
gradually developed towards a 
more touristic use. 

Not surprisingly, the project is 
headed by the town of Chamo¬ 
nix and the Compagne dcs 
Guides, and includes the French 
National Scientific Studies Cen¬ 
tre (CNRS), which will have its 
reserved area for its giacio- 
climatology laboratory and a 
place to train scientists who are 


to take part in missions in the 
Antarctic. 

In order to successfully 
achieve the resurrection of the 
summit, the builders braved a 
hostile environment on the nar¬ 
row, prominent ridge. They were 
regularly swept by gusts of wind 
of up to 240 kilometers an hour; 
until temperatures quickly 
changed from minus 4 Q l0 40 
degree Celsius in one day.

■ Leaving the UN is a non-violent 
weapon, a form of civil resistance against 
repression. If these states leave the UN, 
the great powers will no longer be able to 
legitimize their foreign interventions. It 
will remove the formally legal character 
of the wars they wage against other coun¬ 
tries solely in their own interests.
